I received, and immediately laid before the Board, your Letter of the 29th infi:. 
Rating, that as the feveral Colledors of His Majefty’s Revenue have been written to 
by the Lords of the Treafuty, refpeaing the Balances which they hold in their 
hands, in confequence of which Letter their general anfwer is, that they have received 
the Revenue in Bank Notes of Cork, Limerick, Clonmell, or Waterford, &c. accord- 
ing to the contiguity of their refpedlive fituations ; and that they have been direded 
by the Comraifiioners of His Majefty’s Revenue, to receive payment of the King’s 
Duties in any Notes they had been accumftomed to receive it in j and that, in order 
that this circumftance may be clearly underftood, you are direded by the Lords of 
the Treafury to requeft, that I will lay the correfpondence, on fuch fubjeds that has 
been carried on for thefe jaft three years, before their Lordfbips, as there isaneceflity 
of writing to the Colledors immediately, and that I will fend the Books containing 
faid Letters, and they fliall be returned carefully. 

I am clireded by the Commiffioners of His Majefty’s Revenue, to tranfmit to 
you Copies of the feveral Orders which they gave on that fubjed within the faid 
period; viz. on public General Letter dated loth March 1797, N“ 1 ; and one 
private one of the fame date accompanying it, N“ 2. The Copy of a Letter written 
to the Colledors of Ballyrain, Donaghadee, Dundalk, Galway, Killybegs, Limerick, 
Rofs, Sligo, Strangford, and Waterford, in purfuance of their Lordftiips defire, 
fignified- by your Letter of the 2d Auguft 1797, which Letter is N° 3 ; and a 
General Letter dated 6th Feb. 1798, written to all the Colledors, in confequence 
of the commands of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, fignified in Mr. Pelham’s 
Letter of the 3d^ of that month (N“ ^.) together with a Copy of Mr. Pelham’s 
faid Letter, in which that Order was founded, N” 5. 

Tam further directed by the Board to acquaint you, for their Lordftiips infor- 
mation, that the faid public and private General Orders of the 10th March 1797, 
were conceived and formed under the then prelfure of affairs, at the inftance of, and 
with the full concurrence and approbation of the late Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
■who came to the Revenue Board, and was prefent when thofe Orders were made ; that 
the Board, in the feveral Orders they gave on that fubjed, confidered thcmfelves 
co-operating with the wifhes of their Lordftiips, conveyed to them by the late 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and ading under the Orders of their Lordftiips and 
Government. 

Herewith I alfo tranfmit to you Copies of the feveral Orders which have been 
made by the Board, within the faid period, with refped to Bank Notes, in fpecial 
cafes which have arifen in different Colledions (N*‘ 6, 7, 8.) to requeft you 
will be fo good as to lay them before the Lords, and acquaint their Lordftiips, that

Majefty certain Rates and Duties on Dwelling Houles inhabited, according to the 
Number of Windows or Idghts therein rcfpediveiy,” it is therein enadled. That it 
{lull be lawful for the Chief Commiffioners of His Majefly’s Revenue, or any three 
>or more of them, to appoint fuch Salaries atid Rewards to be paid to the feveral 
Officers who Ihall be employed in tlie execution of this Adi, and luch incidental 
■Rxpences attending the fame, as fliall bediredted by the Lords Commiffioners of His 
Majefty's Treafur)-, and approved of by the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor 
• or Governors of this Kingdom. 

And, in order to carry the above recited Act into execution j —

The lx)rds Commiffioners of the Treafury, by their.Letter df the eoth June laR, 
requefted you to report to their Lordihips wliat mode and what rate you tiiouglit 
moll expedient to be adopted relative to Salaries, Rewards, and incidental Exj)enccs, 
to be given to fuch Officers as (hculd be employed in collecting the Duties on 
Windows or Lights, ^reeable to the power vefted in them. 

And you having, by your Letter of the 28th June lall, Rated to their L/jrdffiips, 
.that you were of opinion, that from the additional labour and relponhbility which 
muR attach on the Officers who are to be employed in collecting iliis Duty, the 
mode moft expedient to be adopted for remunerating the Colkdtors, would-be an 
•allowance of.£. 2. loj. per;cent. on the'Sum celiC'Red, to be paid under particular 
reRriaions, calculated to promote the prompt ColleClion, not only of the faid 
Duties, but thole upon Hearths, Carriages, and Male Servants, and the immediate 
-payment to the chief ColieClor of the Sums fo received. 

I ou were further of opinion, “ 1 hat you did conlider the Supervilbrs of Hearth- 
•money entitled to feme allowance, for the great increale of bulineL which will be 

impofeJ 
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inipofed upon them by the plan prbpofed, for which you conceived an addition of 
;T.40 a year to their prefcnt Salary, not too great a compenfation. 

The LordsCommiffioners of the Treafury, having taken the fame into conlideration, 
did, by their Letter of the i6th ult. lay the whole of what is recommended by you 
before bis Excellency the Lord Lieutenant for his approbation. — 

And his Excellency having, on the 27th ult. approved of what was propofed to be 
given to the Oiiicers employed in colledting the Duties on Windows oi lor. 
per cent, on the Sum colledted, and . 40 a year to the Supervifors of Hearth-money, 
in addition to their prefent Salary, fur the great increafe of bufinefs that they are 
to have. 

I am dire< 2 ;ed by the Lords Commiffionersof the Treafury, to acquaint you, that, 
agreeably to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.’s approbation, you are to pay to 
each OtHccr employed in colledting the Duties on Windows £. 2. 10s. per cent, on 
•the Sum collefted and paid to the chief Colledtor, and ^ year to the Super- 
vifors of Hearth-money, in addition to their prefent Salary, for their increafe of 
bufinefs. 

And their Lordfliips recommend to your confideration, the neceffity of hanng, 
for each Officer, prior to liis entering on Duty, fufficient Security to difeharge any 
defalcation that may arife by the failure of an Officer in payment of the Duties he 
may collect, to the chief CoILedor.

The Board havii^ repeatedly called upon you, to report a ftate of the proceed- 
ings for the recovery of balances due by deceafed and difmiffed Collectors, which 
Order you Itave not complied with ; — 

1 he Board direCt that you do, without the leaft delay, lay before them a ftate of 
the proceedings had for the recovery of balances due by deceafed and difmified Col- 
lectors ; and alfo, an Account of all other perfons r>ow in any manner indebted to the 
Crown, againft whom proceedings have been ordered or taken for the recovery of 
the balances, or money in any manner due to the Crown ; fpecifying the Sums 
originally due, the Sums recovered and paid in, and the Sums outftanding, and in 
what ftate of progrefs the fuits or proceedings, for the recovery of the money 
ftili due, ftand at the prefent time ; and they alfo direCt, that you do ufe all poffible 
difpatch to enforce payment of fuch parts thereof as arc at prefent outftanding.

My Lord and Gentleman, 

In obedience to your Honour's Orders, to report our opinion on the fubjed of a 
Letter from the Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury, dated June 20th, we beg 
leave to date, with due refpeft and deference, that we are clearly of opinion, very 
great additional trouble and rcfponfibility muft attach on the feveral Officers, who 
are to be employed in the colleding and fuperintending the Colleftion of the 
Duties on Window Lights, and that the more liberally they may be dealt by, fo 
much the more fully and correiffly it may be expedted that the Duty will be 
colledled. 

W^e are clearly of opinion, that the mode moft expedient to be adopted for re- 
munerating the immediate Colledlors, would be by a per-centage on the Sum col- 
ledted ; and wc are of opinion, that if the per-centage fliould be extended to what 
may be colledled on the Male Servants Duty, the moft beneficial effedts might be 
expedted ■, befides, that fuch a mode of payment muft operate as the ftrongeft 
ftimulus to the Colledlor to do his duty fully and faithfully, it might be accom- 
panied by Regulations, materially tending to the quick Colledlion of and regular 
accounting for the feveral Duties. 

We therefore fubmit, with refpedt and deference, for your Honour’s con- 
fideration : — 

That the Colledlor of the Duties be paid by his chief Colledlor the per-centage 
allowed on the Sum by him paid on account of the Duties on Windows and on 
Male Servants, on each Office day ; provided, that fuch Colledtor of the Duties regu- 
larly attends on the day appointed for the Office, and makes payment of all the 
Duti^ hemay have colleded on Fire Hearths, on Carri^es, on Male Servants, and 
on WTndow Lights, as officially certified by his Supervifor on the regular Abftraft : 
And provided further, that fuch Colleftor has not abfented hirafelt from an Office 
(fave as allowed by his inftruftions) from his being ordered on Colledlion for the year. 

That the chief Colledlor ftiould have credit (and only fo) for all fuch payments of 
the per-centage in his Account of Incidents on the Duties, on producing the 
Hearth Colleftor’s Receipts, and obtaining a certificate from the Hearth-money 
Office, that the Sums claimed amount to no more than the per-centage allowed on 
the payments made by the Hearth Colledtor, on account of the Duties on Win- 
dows and Male Servants, and that the Abftradls for the feveral payments had been 
received in the regular courfe of the Poft, after the Office days on which the payments 
fhould have been made. 

That from the very confiderable increafe, the addition of the Duties on W'indows 
and Male Servants, muft make in the Colledlion of a Hearth Colledlor, the Offices 
for receipt of his payments fliould be held more frequent than heretofore, and with 
the greateft regularity. Offices once in each month for country walks, and twice in 
the month (of four weeks) for the walks of the cities of Dublin, Cork, Limerick, 
and Waterford, and the town of Belfaft, would, in our opinion, fully anfwer the 
fafety of the Revenue. In this cafe the chief Colledlors, having Hearth Colledors 
attached to their Colledlions, fliould refpedlively confuit with the Supervifor, and 
appoint convenient days for Offices accordingly— The firft, to be held immediately 
after the General Orders for placing the Hearth Colledlors on Duty, iflues in the 
ufual courfe from the Hearth-money Office, and tofucceed each other at no greater 
interval than four or two weeks, as propofed ; and immediately, after the appointment 
of fuch Offices, they fliould be notified to the Hearth-money Office. 

That the more frequent attendance on Offices, and doubling the quantity of 
Accounts to be examined by the Supervifor on each payment, by the addition of the 
Duties on W^indows and Male Servants, muft materially increafe his labour and 
trouble, and employ a much greater portion of his time, for which he will expect, 
and, in our opinion, deferves remuneration.

And I am further directed to acquaint you, that the Conuniffioners alfo confider 
the Supervifors of Hearth-money, entitled to fome allowance for the great increale 
of bufinefs, which will be impofed upon them by the plan propofed, for which 
they conceive an addition of >^.40. a year to their prefent Salary not too great a 
compenlation.
